WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—The 
house waa expected 
to join the

dent Truman by approving of a 
resolution favoring free entry of 
Jews into Palestine. 
It opened debate on the measure 
with every indication of early and 
overwhelming passage. 
By approving the resolution, the 
house would follow the senate in 
turning a deaf ear to Mr. Truman's 
plea against an immediate con­ 
gressional stand on th* Palestine 
issue.

DURING the w inter months, 
people suffer from tonsillitis, si­ 
nus infection, and combined sinus 
infection and bronchitis, or sino­ 
bronchitis. When the sulfonamide 
dru^s were first presented, many 
patients 
with

conditions 
were treated with one or another 
of the sulfonamide preparations 
and, since its introduction, peni­ 
cillin ha- also been used in these 
conditions. 
According to D odo- Herbert N. 
Vermily# of Forest Hills, New 
York, penicillin given by injection 
is of some help in acute infections 
of the sinuses. However, chronic or 
long-continued infections of the 
tonails or sinuses apparently do 
not respond very rapidly to peni­ 
cillin given in this way. 
Penicillin Injection* 
He thinks, aNo, that injections 
of penicillin have not always given 
satisfactory results in sinobron­ 
chitis. For this reason he has ad­ 
ministered what i know : as aero­ 
sol penicillin, and found that it 
gave much better results. 
The aerosol penicilli . is used in 
a nebulizer or spray. In this way, 
the penicillin is inhaled or breathed 
into the body in the form of a mist. 
The apparatus which is used is 
much like that which lr employed 


for giving oxygen. It is not expen­ 
sive, and the patient may carry 
cut the treatm ent at home if the 
physician advises it. 
Shrinks Nose 
Before using the aerosol peni­ 
cillin for sinus infections, some 
preparation which 
shrinks 
the 
lining membrane of the nose is 
first dropped or sprayed into the 
nose. Then the mouthpiece of the 
sprav or nebulizer is put into the 
mouth or nose, and the patient 
breaths 
in slowly and deeply, 
holds the breath for several sec­ 
onds, and then breathes out again. 
In some cases, it was found ad­ 
visable to continue treatm ents 
daily for a week or so after the in­ 
fection was apparently c'eared up. 
The mist is not found to be irritat­ 
ing to any great extent.

will be found that the penicillin 
acts better after their removal 
surgically.

The clipper was one of Grand­ 
father Henry's many ships, all un­ 
der glass He collected them. They 
were his single Interest in life be­ 
sides the m anaging of the huge 
family trust fund. Seeing his spare, 
bright old race peering at her while 
he explained the rigging of his 


favorite model, Victoria felt for

During their marriage Victoria 
learned to know him rather well. 
His trouble was that he really 
wanted, intensely wanted, to spit in 
the collective eye of his family «nd 
tell them what they could ’o" with 
their money. But something else In 
him prevented this. Some natlv# 
caution, some fear of his own abil­ 
ity to grapple any more success­ 
fully with a hard world than hit 
mother had grappled.

Bring Heated Argument 
By Councilmen 


The appropriation ordinance for 
IMS was passed hy one vote—4-3, 
trd the coal ordinance was tabled 
at an extra-lengthy council meet­ 
ing: Tuesday night after heated 
discussion dunrc which emotions 
often reached a High pitch had 
taker* place on both measures. 
Objection to the appropriation 
ordinance centered on an Item call­ 
ing for use of >1.000 from the §ew- 
• ge disposal fund to buy a truck 
for the service department. The 
coal ordinance, up for third and 
final reading was the subject of 
lengthy discussion during which 
ae vers I 
councilmen 
stated 
that 
mar.v persons had told them that 
they would not be able to get coal 
this Winter if the ordinance were 
passed. 
The complaints of the public 
against the coal ordinance were 
brought out after three councilmen 
had already voted "yes." Upon 
hearing of public opposition to the 
ordinance, the three councilmen — 
Cook Anderson and C lites-w ith ­ 
drew their vot^s. Upon motion of 
Mr. Cook, the ordinance was then 
tabled indefinitely by unanimous 
vote. 
Councilman Ray Cook voiced 
vigorous opposition to buying the 
truck for the service department 
out of sewage department funds, 
because it would "be robbing a big 
money-maker to give its profits to 
the money-spending service de­ 
partm ent.” 
Two other councilmen 
T. W. 
White and Boyd Horn—joined Mr. i 
Cook in opposition to the measure. I 
Mr. Cook said that the taxpay­ 
ers who set up the sewage disposal 
plant did not intend for its funds 
to be used to support other agen­ 
cies 
of 
government, 
and 
that 
money paid in sewage rentals was 
earmarked for support of the sew- j 
age disposal plant only. He said he 
didn't feel 
that the taxpayers 
should be bled through the sew -1 
age rates into paying more taxes 
for the support of the service de­ 
partment. Because of the one item. 
Mr. Cook said he was opposed to 
voting for the appropriation ordin­ 
ance. 
Councilman George Clites, fin- J 
anre committeeman, who present­ 
ed the appropriation ordinance for 
approval of council said. "It's a 
little unethical (to purchase the 
service department truck out of 
sewage disposal funds, but under 
the circumstances it is advisable." 
Mr. Clites asserted that the 
service department had at various 
times been of service to the sew­ 
age disposal department in the 
m atter of cleaning out sewers. 
Mr. Cook then pointed out an 
item in the budget under the sew­ 
age disposal plant appropriation 
where $1200 had been appropriated 
from the sewage disposal fund for 
the purpose of maintaining the 
•ewers. Thus. Mr. Cook declared, 
the sewage disposal plant pays for 
the sewer service. 
Mr. Clites replied that the bud­ 
get should be approved as it stood 
and that the m atter of the pur­ 
chase of the truck for the service 
department with sewage disposal 
funds could be brought up later, 
pointed out that all expend!-
